pig-weed soup and grass greens. 
asked to be shown and I have 
samples: with me'of the cakes which 
were taken hot from under the in- 
verted ‘kuo’s of some: of the homes 
visited. I -ate some of the pigweed 
soup; that is not so unpalatable. 
But tho ‘chaff biscuits, I could not 
swallow. 

But I refrained from-even tasting 
one common form of food in this 
village—fried . grasshopers. One 
alley in" the village of Shao Ku is 
Known as “ spinners’ row.’”’ J was 
told that in all of the houses grass- 
hoppers were the principal form 
of diet. I turned into one. Grass- 
hoppers fried was all there was 
to” eat in the place. The ono old 
vman in the house was,an advanced 
ease of impataego.

In the farmer homes there were
